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Halloween 
safety tips

ALBANY — Don't let your 
“little goblins’’ hob-nob 
with the dangers of fire this 
Halloween. 

This warning comes from 
the Fire Prevention Bureau, 
as families get busy with 
costumes and decorations in 
anticipation of the 
youngsters’ fun Oct. 31. 

“One of the great dangers 
lurking about for the trick- 
or-treat set is the hazard of 
fire,’’ according to Captain 
Raymond Gonzalves of the 
Albany Fire Department. 
“Far,more scary than any 
monster or ghostly figure is 
the possibility of flaming 
clothing or furnishings.” 

Here are some life-saving 
suggestions for parents to 
keep in mind while planning 
for Halloween. 

1. Ready made costumes, 
masks, wigs and boards 
should be labeled *‘flamep- 
roof.”’ Do not buy any Hal- 
loween items not so 
marked. 

2. Home-made costumes 
should avoid flimsy mate- 
rials ‘and the yards and 
yards of old sheeting popu- 
larly used for witch and 
pies disguises. A touch of 
lame could start a fire in 
such billowing skirts and 
sleeves. Also beware of 
paperbag masks and cos- 
tumes made of paper — al- 
though economical, they too 
canignite in an instant. Why 
not decorate your children’s 
Halloween costumes with 
“iron on”’ or sew on tapes of 
retro-flective. material+that 
are highly visible to drivers, 
Also, use face make-up in- 
stead of vision restricting 
masks. 

3. Use small flashlights — 
never lighted candles — to 
illuminate the faces of 
pumpkins being carried ab- 
out. If candles are used in 
ee ae on display, 
be careful to place the 
uumpkins where they can’t

4. Be extremely careful 
with the tinder-dry 


cornstalks and other 
harvest-season decorations.

Joint school-city board meet 
shows Prop. 13 problems harsh 


That was anew “‘first”’ for 
Albany last Tuesday, Oc- 
tober 17, when the City 
Council and the Albany Un- 
ified School Board held a 
joint meeting at Marin 
School. The meeting was 
chaired by Mayor Lewis M. 
Howell. ‘ 

Billed as a work session 
and a discussion period of 
the joint problems of the two 
jurisdictions, the meeting 
was informative and reveal- 
ing to the audience. The 
agenda dealt mainly with 
the impact of Proposition 13 
on the two bodies and the re- 
sultant cut-back in services 
because of the lack of 
money. 

William EB, Haden, ad- 


a ae 


ministrative head of Al- 
bany, outlined the cuts that 
have been made in the city 
budget. He said the cuts 
amount to some $310,346 
with the budget coming up 
short some $90,000. There is 
a glimmer of home, how- 
ever, he said, as the re- 
venues from increased sales 
tax has taken up some of the 
slack. Haden said the 
ree cut was in the Parks 
and Recreation department 
where $118,031 was chopped 
off of the. proposed prog- 
rams. The impact is that 
only those recreational 
programs that are com- 
pletely self-supporting are 
still active. } 

To take up some of the 


slack in the recreational ac- 
tivities, the Albany YMCA is 
active on a fee basis and 
have expanded their recrea- 
tional programs. 

He outlined the following 
cuts: 

$14,090 by eliminating one 
person from the finance de- 
partment. 

Conferences curtailment 
will save $13,450 as against 
the expenditure last year of 
$14,300. This year’s budget 
is $850. 

Reduction of the total in- 
surance program has been 
set at $16,236. 

$13,410 has been cut from 
the community promotions 
item, cutting support for the 
Chamber of Commerce, Lit- 


tle League and other com- 
munity organizations. 
From the current budget, 
$7,181 was cut for non- 
departmental information. 
Elimination of the En- 
gineering Inspector in the 
Public Works department 
has resulted in a savings of 
$16,736, plus fringe benefits, 
while the cutting of one posi- 
tion in the street mainte- 
nance department resulted 
in a savings of $12,636. Park 
maintenance lost one posi- 
tion for a savings of $12,636 
also. : 
Reduction of the street 
projects budget by $39,977

In other action, the coun- 
cil voted unanimously to en- 
dorse Prop. 1, the Cal-Vet 
housing measure on the 
Nov. 7 state ballot. 

The measure is a $500 
million bond issue to re- 
plenish funds for low- 
imterest. home and farm. 
loans to California war vet- 
erans. 

In other action, Mayor 
Lewis M. Howell introduced 
Roy. Endersby, the newly 
hired finance officer, and 
heard comments by Leon 
Rimov on construction of 
condominiums on Albany 
Hill. 

Rimov said he conferred 
with both City Adminis- 
trator William E. Haden 
and Robert Guletz, head of 
Albany’s Public Works de- 
partment, and the three are 
to meet again over the al- 
leged problems raised by 
Rimov on the Hill.

The School district, 
reeling from the impact of 
Proposition 13, cut their 
staff from the program, 
leaving the maintenance of 
the Park up tothe city. Some 
volunteer help has been av- 
ailable, but, under the law, 
Haden said CETA workers 
cannot be used to replace 
persons either fired or laid 
off by any of the public 
bodies, so, the use of volun- 
teers is needed. 

Mayor Howell suggested 
‘the various service clubs 
and organizations of the 
area “chip-in’’ and do vol- 
unteer work at the Park in 
the form of cleaning up after 
the weekends and in water- 
ing and tending lawns, 
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shrubs and flowers, Haden 
said the Park needed more 
rofessional attention and 
the City would continue to do 
its best but the Park would 
suffer in the future because 
of curtailment of mainte- 
nance, Bonnie Ceidel, 
member of the School 
Board, suggested the use of 
student volunteer help as 
the Park backs up to the 
High School. 
ne glimmer of hope 
emerged from the meeting 
when Haden revealed the 
City presently is in the *A-95 
review'’ process on the 
Middle School Park. The de- 
signer is working on plans 
and specifications and 
ABAG has commented they 
see no difficulties with the 
project. There is a total 
$245,941 set aside for the 
Park and it is hoped to go to 
bid about December 1. This 
money is from government 
grants prior to Proposition 
13 passage and was money 
alfeady allocated to Middle 
School Park, it was said. 
Maintenance of the Park 
must be worked out between 
the City and the School de- 
partment, Haden said. 
When it was the Albany 
Unified School Board’s turn, 
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Charles E. McCully, school 
superintendent, said the 
Jul y beginning balance for 
the District was $475,000 and 
the reserves are rapidly be- 
coming depleted. 

He emphasized there 
have been no salary raises 
and there has been a fift 
percent reduction in adult 
education courses. Only 
those that are self- 
supporting are carried on 
the curriculum this year, 
The cost averages, he said, 
about $20 per course. 
Another hard hit result of 
the reduction in moneys as a 
result of Proposition 13 was 
Albany High School athletic 
programs. A fifty percent 
reduction in that budget has 
forced the formation of the

ter Club, a non-profit group 
trying to raise $10,000 for the 
program for the balance of 
the school year through 
June, 1979. 

McCully said there is no 
after school recreation 

rogram and, as a result of 

.B. 1432, an additional four 
percent has been cut from 
school monies from the 
state. Previously, non-

= were turned in for extra 


money from the state in ad- 
dition to the regular ADA, 
but the money from the 
county aid for the above 
children has been delayed, 
putting the program back a 
ull year. 

Maintenance of buildings 
has been allowed to slip as 
two persons had to.be elimi- 
nated due to the cut in 
money, it was said, and ten 
certified positions went out. 
These were through attri- 
tion, and the positions have 
not been refilled. In addi- 
tion, seven classified per- 
sonnel have been dismissed, 

lus two administrative pos- 
itions, one administrator 
and one assistant superin- 
tendent. All of these reduc- 
tions have resulted in larger 
classes, the elimination of 
field trips and. counseling, 
and is most harmful to the 
students, McCully said. He 
said, as a reduction in the 
services rendered by the 
schools, the parents are be- 
coming more involved in 
school problems and are 
asking more questions. 

One of the most drastic 
eutbaeks, the elimination of 
Summer school, brought the 
largest reaction, he said. He 
said there is no money av- 
ailable from the State and 
the Board is trying to find an 
alternative. He said if no- 
thing else, there will be a 
charge, as will be the case, 
in all probability, if more 
services are reinstated. 

In all, MeCully said, there 
have been 27 services and 
cutbacks in the school 
budget for the year. As far 
as ‘‘bailout’’ money is con- 
cerned, McCully said he 
does not know, at this time, 
of any block grant from the 
state and as far as new tax 
money, Jarvis-Gann put a 
stop to that means of re- 
venue.

the turn of the century, 
twenty-nine million gallons 
from civilian activities, 
mostly spent fuel from 
reactors, will also be ac- 
cumulated. 

Most nuclear reactions 
produce a wide spectrum of 
radioactive material, which 
can be separated chemi- 
cally into various radioac- 
tive levels. High-level 
wastes are the most dif- 
ficult to handle, because 
. they can generate tempera- 
tures as high as 600 degrees 
C, and their toxicity may 


persist for hundreds of 
thousands of years. 
How do you go about 
keeping such lethal mate- 
rial out of the environment 
for so long a time? 

Most scientists agree that 
the solution must be a 
geological one: store the 
material underground in 
excavated caverns. That 
consensus was reached 
after the consideratoin of a 
number of possibilities, 
which ranged from sending 
waste materials into space 
on a trajectory ending at 
the sun to tucking them into 
the sea-floor adjacent to the 
continents, so that tectonic 
movement would slide the 
material further under the 
continent. Much is known 
about mines, and relatively 
little about space travel and 
plate tectonics, so under-

ground rapier were 
chosen as the place to start. 

LBL mining engineer 
Neville Cook believes that 
the ultimate goal is ‘‘irret- 
rievable storage in per- 
petuity.” He qualifies that 
statement by saying, “It 
might be prudent to have a 
period when the material, 
reprocessed or not, is re- 
trievable so we can make 
quite certain that the stor- 
age method we have 
selected is in fact as good as 
we though it to be.”’ 


Cook, also a professor of 
mining engineering at UC 
Berkeley, says, ‘The first 
solutions we considered 
were based on the commer- 
cial reprocessing of wastes 
to extract uranium and 
plutonium to use again in 
power plants, but President 
Carter vetoed that. I think 


his concern is a perfectly 


legitimate one, but there 
may come a time when 
concerns about security 
will have to be balanced 
prom a growing shortage 

resources,’’ he predicts. 

“Even if you do reprocess 
spent fuel and other wastes 
you will have contaminated 
new materials during re- 
processing that must be 
disposed of,’’ he adds. 

he mining engineer be- 
lieves that with our experi- 
ence of drilling holes in the 
earth, we can design safe 
excavations for the wastes. 
“What is new,” he says, “is 
that we haven’t concerned 
ourselves with long geolog- 
ical periods of time, and we 
haven’t loaded our excava- 
tions with power sources 
like these radioactive 
materials, which create so 
much heat.” 

At present, most nuclear 
wastes are being stored in 
cooling ponds in various lo- 
cations. ‘‘as far as I know, 
they serve very effectively 
the duel purpose of dissipat- 
ing heat and shieldin 
people from radioactivity, 
says Cook, . 

“There is no reason such 
storage should not continue 
for a very long time. The 
concern is that the wastes 


stored this wai 
tinual care 
another. In the light of his- 
tory, it’s unlikely that in- 
stitutions are going to con- 
tinue to function in a stable 
way for the thousands of 
years necessary for such 
maintenance prearney. 
That’s why I believe we 
must consider permanent 
burial,”’ says Cook. 

One project for under 
ground storage is already in 
Petae. in Sweden. The 

BL/Swedish project is 
using an abandoned iron 
ore mine in Stripa, Sweden, 
to study granite as a possi- 
ble repository. 

Hard crystalline rock like 
ranite seems attractive 
ecause it is dense and rela- 

tively impermeable, which 
means water travels 
through it slowly. Water is 
the vehicle that can carr: 
radioactive material bac’ 
into the environment. 

“We have to assume that 
any strata we choose for 
burial will at some time be 
saturated with water,” says 
Cook. ‘‘We then need to 
consider how fast water will 
travel through a particular 
rock structure. In granite, 
for example, water travels 
about three centimeters per 
year.

Brown Jr. signed into law a 
bill that stiffens penalties 
for PCP (angel dust) viola- 
tions. The new law pro- 
vides tools for controlling 
leakage from manufactur- 
ers and clandestine 
laboratories of the danger- 
ous elements that make up 
the drug. 

The measure increases 
prison sentences from 18 
months to five years for 
PCP possession for sale, 
transportation, manufac- 
ture or distribution. It also 
makes it a felony to possess 
PCP’s two main ingredients 
simultaneously with intent 
to manufacture the drug, or, 
to use fake identification to 
purchase the substances. 

The statewide confer- 
ence, co-sponsored by 
UCLA Extension’s Depart- 
ment of Continuing Educa- 
tion in Health Sciences and 
the State Department of Al- 
cohol and Drug Abuse, 
brought together more than 
600 health professionals, 
educators“and law enforce- 
ment officers to learn the 
latest information and 
guidelines for the recogni- 
tion and management of 
acute and chronic PCP into- 
xication. 

The use of PCP has 
reached epidemic propor- 
tions, surpassing heroin use 
in some parts of California.

Although 
this diagnosis does not make 
a difference in immediate 
treatment, it does leave a 
person with a diagnosis that 
could be inappropriate and 
misleading for future medi- 
cal records.

Ocean salmon reports 
some very good catches. 
Quite a number 30 to 50 
pounders, with a run of 
young fish five to ten 
ounds, off Marin Coast 
rom Muir Beach to Rocky 
Point and to two miles 
offshore. 

Bass (stripers) going 
very good along Eastshore 
from Pt. Isabelle to 
Emeryville, trolling and 
drifting with live shiners, 
splittails and bullheads.

River salmon on the move 
in the Sacramento River 
above the confluence with 
the American River. 

Before I give you the re- 
cipe promised last week, let 
me tell you how to care for 
fish immediately after 
catching them. Fish are 
very delicate and should be 
kept cool and moist, free of 
any oily sacks or bilges. The 


best thing is a clean, moist 
burlap sack (plastic bags no 
good as they don’t breathe). 
Clean (gut) fish as soon as 
possible and be sure to 
scrape out the kidneys (that 


is the dark colored stuff that* 


looks like clotted blood). 
Even treat sharks with 


care. Most people who don’t - 


like fish never had it prop- 
erly cared for and fresh! 
e recipe: 

Approximately four serv- 
ings 
1% lbs. shark filet diced 

about 4” squares 
% rad dry white wine 

3 tablespoons butter or 

oleo 

2 tablespoons flour 

% cup heavy cream 
Salt and pepper to taste 

Put shark pieces and wine 
in skillet, bring to a boil, 
then simmer 2 to 4 minutes 
(most people overcook). 
Drain and save liquid. Set 
skillet with fish off to the 
side. 

Melt butter in saucepan, 
stir in flour, gradually stir in 
reserved liquid. Cook over 
low heat, stirring constantly 
until thick and smooth. Stir 
in cream and shark. Heat to 
serving temperature and 
ENJOY! 

The first time I cooked 
this, I made triple this re- 
cipe and six of us ateit all...

Test-tube explorers 
trace trade routes 


BERKELEY — An ar- 


chaeologist and a nuclear 
chemist working at the 
University of California’s 
Lawrence’ Berkeley 
Laboratory have combined 
their disciplines to trace a 
pattern of trade for the 
voleanic glass known as 
obsidian among the In- 
dians of ancient Peru. 

Using ‘‘geochemical 
fingerprinting’ methods, 
the researchers have 
traced the origins and 
movements of obsidian, 
which is produced in vol- 
canic eruptions as outcrops 
of glassy rock. Obsidian 
was highly valued by an- 
cient peoples for its frac- 
turing characteristics 
which produce the shar- 
pest edge of all stone ar- 
tifacts. It was used by the 
Indians in the Andes for 
the production of tools 
necessary for subsistence 
and as weapons, particu- 
larly sharp points for 
darts. 

The two researcher- 
s,graduate student Richard 
Burger of the UC Berkele 
Department of Anthropol- 
ogy, and nuclear chemist 
Frank Asaro in the Energy 
and Environment Division 
of Lawrence Berkeley 
Laboratory, used a combi- 
nation of high precision 
neutron activation analysis 
and x-ray fluorescence to 
identify eight main types 
of ancient Peruvian obsi- 
dian and to infer the loca- 
tions of the natural obsi- 
dian sources. This is the 
first time such a combina- 
tion of techniques has been 
used in large scale 
analysis of obsidian ar- 
tifacts. 

“The relative scarcity of 
obsidian suitable for tools 
and weapons often resulted 
in the trade of this vol- 
canic glass over long dis- 
tances,’ savs Burger.

“Obsidian coming from 
any one source will have 
characteristic abundances 
of trace elements; al- 
though these elements 
often exist in only a few 
parts per million, their 
abundances provide very 
distinctive geochemical 
fingerprints,”’ he adds. 

Thus obsidian from ar- 
chaeological sites can be 
matched with natural ob- 
sidian sources through the 
use of chemical finger- 
printing methods. Resear- 
chers can then infer the 
trade routes and social and 
economic contacts among 
ancient peoples from the 
movement of such a cru- 
cial commodity as obsi- 
dian. 

Initially Burger and 
Asaro used the high preci- 
sion methods of neutron 
activation analysis (NAA) 
to measure trace element 
content, In this procedure, 
which was developed at 
Lawrence ~ Berkeley 
Laboratory, pulverized 
samples of obsidian are ir- 
radiated in a nuclear reac- 
tor, and the neutron ir- 
radiation transforms cer- 
tain isotopes of the ele- 
ments into radioactive 
species which emit gamma 
rays that can be detected 
and counted. These 
gamma rays have energies 
which are characteristic of 
specific elements, and 
therefore can be used to 
identify the elements. The 
counting process is re- 
peated a total of five times 
to gain very precise mea- 
surements of many trace 
elements presents.

Duck count up in Biological effects of 


Central 


ALBANY — Duck popula- 
tions in California's Central 
rae are four percent gre- 
ater this year than last, ae- 
cording to results of a mid- 
September state-federal in- 
ventory of waterfowl taken , 
during the time of crop de- 
predation, — 

The Sept, 20-21 aerial sur- 
vey by the Department of 
Fish and Game and the U.S, 
Fish and Wildlife Service 
produced an estimate of 
576,000 ducks in the valley 
compared to 556,000 last 
year on approximately the 
same date, 

Although the numbers are 
close to those for 1977, said 
DFG waterfowl coordinator 
Frank Kozlik, indications 
from the northern breeding 
grounds are that production 
is up and that California’s 
wetland habitat conditions 
are much improved from 
last year’s.

drought years,” he said, 


The Central Valleys 
near-record rice crop has

BERKELEY — Proof of 
the biological effects of air 
ions has been reported from 
experiments conducted at 
the University of California, 
Berkeley. 

The invisible ions (clus- 
ters of molecules with small 
electrical charges) occur 
naturally in the atmos- 

here, but their concentra- 

ions vary greatly depend- 
ing on weather and other 
conditions, ' 

The work at Berkele 
piven conslusively that air 

ons themselves, and not an 

accompanying factor, such 
as electric fields, can exert 
a strong and direct influ- 
ence on life processes, 

UC Emeritus Professor of 
Bacteriology Albert L, 
Krueger has attracted 
world attention for decades 
by showing that air ions can 

roduce profound biochem- 
ical and physiological 
changes in bacteria, pro- 
tozoa, plants, insects and 
smal! animals. Many of 
these findings have been 
validated by other resear- 
chers, Krueger points out, 
and some have even gone a 
step further to say that ions 
can affect the moods and 
health of humans. 

Confusion over ion effects 
developed because of the 
way scientists have used in- 
struments called ion 
generators in their experi- 
ments, These generators 
produce electric fields, and 
this has left room for ske 
ties to claim that the fields 
rather than the ions are the 
cause of biological changes. 


The bacteriologist exp- 
lains that the theory of elec- 
trical fields causing biologi- 
cal changes dates back to 
the 1700s, shortly after Ben- 
jamin Franklin discoyered 
that electricity exists in the 
atmosphere. 

Writing in the current 
issue of the Journal of the 
International Society of 


Biometeorology, Krueger 
and his co-wor! contend 
that they have settled the 
dispute,

Michael Yost and Eddie 
Reed at the Berkeley cam- 
us's School of Public 
ealth set up three test 
ane of barley seedlings 
test the effects of ions on 
their growth. One group was 
grown in an ion-depleted 
atmosphere where a voltage 
device was producing a 
small but constant electric 
field, A second set was 
grown in an ion-enriched 
atmosphere with the same 
electric field, A control set 
was not exposed to either 
ions or an electric field, All 
other conditions were con- 
trolled for the 200 to 240 
plants in each test group. 

At the end of a six-day 
growth period, plants in the 
on-enriched environment 
measured an inch taller 
than both the control plants 
and the plants exposed only 
to the electric field, 

“This is the first time it 
has been possible to sepa- 
rate the effects of electric 
fields and air ions,’’ 
Krueger says, ‘In the past, 
even when we were testin, 
for the effect of electrica 
fields, we could not ignore 
the possible effect of the 
naturally occurring ionic 
background.” 

To isolate the ion factor, 
the researchers grew two 
groups of plants in purified 
air from which nearly all 
ions were removed, They 
did this by passing the air 
through an ‘ion trap’’ con- 
sisting of eight charged 
aluminum plates that fil- 
tered out the ions before the 
air entered the test cham- 
bers, 

Only one set of plants, 
those that showed signific- 
ant stimulation of growth, 
received ion-enriched air,
